Roosevelt Gets FBI Guard For Fla. Speech 

FBI Director J. Edgar Hoover ordered special pro- 
tection for Congressman James Roosevelt when he 
speaks in Florida May 18 after he received threats on 
his life for being a “mongrelizing politician,” JET 
learned in Washington. 

The son of former President Franklin D. Roose- 
velt, now a California lawmaker, is scheduled to 
address more than 3,000 Negroes attending the an- 
nual Florida state NAACP confab on May 18 in City 
Auditorium in Tampa. When word got out that he 
would appear in the state, Roosevelt received a 
threatening letter warning: ‘We are 
not sure that even with a bodyguard 
you will be perfectly safe.” 

Last year, when Rep. Roosevelt ad- 
dressed a Miami NAACP group, he 
was accompanied at all times by a 
special police detail during his stay 
in the state. Roosevelt 
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Blast damage which stirred action in Florida. 
Dixie Mayors Meet In Wake Of Fla. Bombings 

Mayors of major southern cities were invited to Jack- 
sonville, Fla., for a hurried conference on ways to stop 
the current bombing attacks on schools and churches. The 
meet was called by Mayor Haydon Burns of Jacksonville 
following two blasts—one which caused $875 damage at 
the James Weldon Johnson Elementary School (r.), and 
another which did negligible damage at the city’s Jewish 
Center (1.). Both blasts were blamed on the “Confederate 
Underground,” and were believed caused by nitroglycerine. 
Meanwhile, following the discovery of 54 unexploded 
sticks of dynamite at the Birmingham (Ala.) Beth-el Syna- 
gogue, Police Comm. Eugene (Bull) Connor called for an 
FBI probe, and urged solons to fix a death penalty for 
persons bombing churches, houses and schools. 


Negro Woman Serves As Georgia Jury Foreman 

A Savannah woman, Mrs. Mamie K. Singleton, acted 
as foreman of a mixed jury in Superior Court, and became 
the first woman of her race to serve in a state court. The 
jury included three other Negroes. 
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High Court Nixes Lawyer’s ‘Finger-Shaking’ Case 

The U. S. Supreme Court refused to review the convic- 
tion of a Weldon, N. C., Negro lawyer, who was fined $500 
on charges of shaking his finger in the face of a white 
woman registrar while trying to help several Negroes reg- 
ister as voters. Attorneys for the state charged that Atty. 
James R. Walker created a disturbance in the voting place 
at Northampton County, and that his conviction was un- 
der state criminal laws and not election laws. 


Lincoln (Pa.) U. To Close Seminary, Admit Women 

All-male Lincoln University, near Oxford, Pennsylvania, 
the oldest Negro university in the world, will close its 
seminary for the training of Presbyterian ministers be- 
cause of lack of students and become a co-education in- 
stitution in 1959. The Presbyterian Church said its Negro 
divinity students will be integrated into its other schools 
throughout the country.

Blame Fear, Apathy, For Negro Vote Shortage 

Fear of reprisals if Negroes register and vote in the 
South was partly blamed for lagging registration drives 
during a Washington conference which drew Negroes and 
whites from eight border and southern states. Summariz- 
ing reports for the Southern Conference Educational Fund 
meet, James M. Nabrit, Howard University secretary, said 
“Negro voters must run the gauntlet of apathy, ignorance, 
fear, bodily harm, and racial discrimination” in order to 
register. Meanwhile, the Civil Rights Commission, its 
work delayed by organizational problems, voted to set up 
sounding boards in the 48 states to report on alleged vio- 
lations of voting rights. 
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FRIENDS CLAIM POWELL PROBE 


White and Negro friends rallied behind Harlem solon 
Adam Clayton Powell, charging that his current income 
tax probe is “persecution” for leadership in civil rights 
battles. As the New York grand jury reopened the solon’s 
tax case and paraded scores of witnesses before its body, 
white ex-South Carolina lawmaker John Bolt Culbertson 
of Greenville wrote Powell: “What has burned me up is 
that men of this kind—J. Strom Thurmond, Lucius Mendel 
Rivers and Jimmy Burns—are permitted to have all the 
liberties of democracy, and yet the same crowd is trying 
to run you out of politics.” 

Meanwhile, the civil rights front’s most vocal spokes- 
man was denied the usual Congressional courtesy as the 
“Get Powell” move gained momentum in Washington and 
New York. When the House unanimously voted to give the 
jury his official records (attendance, payroll and voting), 
Powell was not given advance notice—a courtesy extended 
Congressmen. He was busy in his office and learned of 
the development from reporters.

FBI Probes Beating, Death Of Ga. Negro 

The FBI launched a probe into the death of a 31-year- 
old Dawson, Ga., Negro, who died in a Columbus hospital 
after being beaten by police during his arrest. Atlanta 
agent N. R. Johnson disclosed that the probe was under- 
way, but refused to elaborate. Police said James Brazier 
scuffied with officers arresting his father on charges of 
driving under the influence of liquor. Young Brazier, they 
said, was struck after he pushed one officer, then was ar- 
rested on charges of resisting arrest, threatening an of- 
ficer, and interfering with an officer making an arrest. 


TWA Set To Hire Negro Flight Stewardess 

A Trans-World Airlines spokesman announced in New 
York that the company will hire its first Negro flight 
stewardess “almost momentarily.” The airline has recruit- 
ment teams canvassing Negro college campuses and inter- 
viewers are seeking applicants every day in New York, 
Chicago and Los Angeles. At least two girls have already 
passed preliminary test in New York and Los Angeles. 
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Ark. Judge Dares Faubus To Debate Integration 

Charging that Arkansas Gov. Orval Faubus intends to 
“hide his sins behind a rabble-rousing appeal to race 
hatred,” candidate Lee Ward challenged the governor to 
a series of public debates on integration during the coming 
campaign. Ward, a judge, added that Faubus used the 
Central High incident as a springboard to a third term, 
and had made part of $68 million in profits available to 
his “official family” who shared stock in the Arkansas 
Louisiana Gas Co. Meanwhile, Faubus, censured by the 
U. S. Eighth Circuit Court of Appeals for using the Na- 
tional Guard to prevent Negro enrollment at Central High, 
announced appeal of a District Court injunction forbid- 
ding interference with the integration.

New York City Judge Myles A. Paige, the first Negro to 
serve in the Magistrates and Special Sessions Courts, was 
appointed justice of the Court of Domestic Relations. 
Justice Paige, whose salary will continue to be $19,500 a 
year, was appointed by Mayor Robert F. Wagner to suc- 
ceed the late Justice Clarence Wilson. 


Lawyer Sues Va. Cafe For Denying Service 

A Washington, D. C., attorney, who was refused service 
at a Howard Johnson restaurant in Alexandria, Va., sued 
the restaurant, the manager and a waitress for $500 each, 
on grounds his Constitutional rights were violated. Atty. 
Charles E. Williams also asked the court to declare that 
a restaurant near an interstate highway is in interstate 
commerce and must stop denying service because of race. 


Ming Re-Elected Head Of American Veterans 
Chicago Atty. William R. (Bob) Ming, 46, the first Negro 
to head a national veterans’ organization, was re-elected 
national chairman of the American Veterans Committee 
at the group’s annual convention in Pocono Manor, Pa.

A 24-year-old man, who used his wife’s picture for target 
practice then shot her to death in Meridian, Miss., because 
he was “tired of arguing,” was nabbed when he and an 
associate drove up to the scene of a Little Rock, Ark., 
whisky raid in a stolen car. Eugene Cockrell told Little 
Rock police: “I’m hotter than the car. I killed my wife 
last Monday night. There was a picture of my wife on the 
wall. I used it for target practice, trying to hit her be- 
tween the eyes.” Meridian police said Cockrell poured 
kerosene on his wife’s body then set his house afire in an 
attempt to hide his crime. 


Pittsburgh Boy, 14, ‘Scalps’ Dad With Tomahawk 

A 14-year-oid Pittsburgh boy, Larry Malone, “scalped” 
his father with a wooden tomahawk because he was 
“pushing” the boy’s mother around during a family argu- 
ment. Isaiah Malone, 42, the victim, who received 12 
stitches to close the wound, was charged with disorderly 
conduct. 











Ex-King Farouk, Negro Beauties Upset Club 

Former King Farouk, escorting a Negro beauty on 
each arm, reportedly barged into Rome’s Open Gate 
Club, kicked over chairs as he walked toward an 
empty table and cursed in Italian, Egyptian and 
English. According to the National Enquirer’s Rome 
correspondent, Gia Valli, the ex-monarch hurled a 
glass at one of the patrons after several demanded 
that he be thrown out. He spat in the faces of others, 
including the club’s owner, when they reprimanded 
him. The two girls, the newsman said, sat and gig- 
gled and one of them drank her scotch out of the 
bottle at the table. When Farouk was later handed 
his check, which included estimated damages, he 
paid it without taking a second glance. He then 
tipped everyone and left just as he had come in— 
kicking over chairs. ; 
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Airman Visits Buddy’s Wife,.Shot To Death 

A 24-year-old airman; Herbert T. Massey, on leave 
from Korea, was shot to death by the wife of a 
buddy he had stopped to visit at the husband’s re- 
quest in Washington, D. C. The woman, Delores Gra- 
ham, 19, told police she and Massey had visited a 
tavern for a few drinks with another couple. Later, 
after they had dropped off the other couple, she and 
Massey parked near her home and he “began paw- 
ing” her, she claimed. She then pulled out a 38- 
caliber pistol she kept in her brassiere for “home 
protection,” struggled with Massey and the gun went 
off. Massey took the gun and shot her in the knee as 
she fled. 














White Memphian Fined, Insulted Negro Women 

A 30-year-old Memphis white man, William M. Wren, 
was fined $51 for soliciting females and indecent conduct 
and bound over on a charge of public lewdness after two 
Negro women charged he drove up beside them and ex- 
posed himself indecently. 


Jail La. Youth For School Tryst With Girl, 14 

In Baton Rouge, La., 17-year-old Freddie McCoy was 
jailed on a charge of carnal knowledge after he and a 14- 
year-old girl allegedly spent the night in a classroom at 
Northwestern High School in nearby Zachary. Police said 
the couple had been intimate. 


Aide Who Killed Diplomat Leaves Wife $5,000 

André Toussaint, the Haitian Embassy aide, who shot to 
death Haitian Minister Samuel Devieux, signed over his 
entire cash savings of $5,000 to his American bride before 
returning to Haiti to face trial. Mrs. Vera Toussaint was 
at the airport when Toussaint enplaned, under military 
escort, for Port-au-Prince to face murder charges for 
shooting Devieux, whom he believed responsible for orders 
calling for his return to Haiti.

After ruling 
against William D. Woodson, Judge Munter awarded 
custody of the child to Woodson’s schoolteacher wife, 
Ruby, 26, and ordered the husband to pay for the infant’s 
support and maintenance. 





White Girl Obtains Guardian To Marry Negro 
Undaunted when her parents refused to give their 
consent for marriage to a Negro, an 18-year-old 
white girl, Arlene K. Seiter exercised her legal right 
to have a guardian appointed to get consent in 
Cincinnati. Later Miss Seiter and her lover, George

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Harlem Cleric Defies U. S., Refuses To Pay Taxes 

A 37-year-old white pastor of Har- 
lem’s predominantly-Negro Presbyterian 
Church of the Master faced seizure of his 
automobile and personal property be- 
cause he refuses to pay $344.81 in Federal 
income taxes. The Rev. Richard Sten- 
house, associate pastor at Church of the 
Master, told JET, “religious conviction 
and belief prevents me from paying that sy 
part of my tax (approximately 80 per Rev. Stenhouse 
cent) which is earmarked for military expenditure.” The 
taxes due are $192.27 for 1955 and $157.54 for 1956. The 
government in 1956 attached Rev. Stenhouse’s salary for 
1954 taxes due. “I don’t refuse to pay taxes per se,” Rev. 
Stenhouse declared, “I simply refuse to support military 
expenditures.” 


Expel 17 Catholic Students For Attending Party 

At Chicago’s St. Anselm Elementary School, 17 gradu- 
ating pupils, who attended a “mixed” party of boys (six) 
and girls (11) were expelled permanently despite an ap- 
peal to the Catholic School Board by 10 parents. Father

NEGROES STILL SEGREGATED IN 
BY MARC CRAWFORD 

If Jesus Christ’s hair were of lamb’s wool and his skin 
the color of copper, He, too, would be forced to sit on the 
Negro side of the St. Cecilia Catholic Mission chapel in 
Jesuit Bend, La. 

There, where six whites barred Negro Father Gerald 
Lewis from saying Mass in 1955, Jesus at 12 years of age 
could not become an altar boy because the whites would 
not accept that either. 

There, where the Rt. Rev. Joseph F. Rummel, the arch- 
bishop of New Orleans, closed the chapel for nearly three 
years until the congregation agreed to accept “any priest” 
—only to reopen it this Easter with no agreement and a 
white priest—He, who taught Christians how to pray, 
would have to receive communion after the whites. 

There, where He would have to stand if the Negro side 
were filled up and the white side nearly empty, it seems 
He might think that long ago something beautiful was

misplaced between Nazareth 
and the Diocese of New Or- 
leans, and that his preaching 
was either too strong or his 
disciples too weak to practice 
it. 

Yet, on Feb. 13, 1951, more 
than three years before the 
U. S. Supreme Court handed 
down its May 17, 1954, decision 
outlawing public school segre- 
gation, aging (81) Bishop 
Rummel stood like a rock, and 
ordered: “The lines of segre- 
gation must disappear in our 
churches, not only physically, 
but in the spirit of Christian 
brotherhood, in the seating

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Bigots Seek To Enroll 50,000 
accommodations, at the con- 
fessional, at the communion 
rail and in the general recep- 
tion of sacraments of the 
church.” 

The bishop had dared at- 
tack and declare morally 
wrong a system (born in slav- 
ery) which had been approved 
for more than 300 years, and 
quickly the battle lines were 
drawn. 

From that day on, he be- 
came the principal target of 
the KKK, White Citizens 
Councils yet unborn, protes- 
tant groups and Catholic lay- 
men groups, one of which even 
asked the Pope to oppose him. 

When, in 1955, the bishop 
merely announced that paro- 
chial schools in the archdio- 
cese will not initiate integra- 
tion before September, 1956, he 
was told his schools would be 
dynamited if he dared inte- 
grate them. 

And, with a courage often 
rumored but seldom seen in 
our times, the graying bishop 
closed the chapel at Jesuit 
Bend when the whites refused 
to accept a Negro priest. He 
called upon the whites to show 
charity; they answered him 
with a call for 50,000 members 
to join the White Citizens 
Councils to oppose him and 
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signed a resolution 
saying they would 
never accept a Ne- 
gro priest. 

Although he had 
stood like a rock, it 
soon appeared to 
many that even a 
rock could be 
crushed. Heart- 
wounded and sad, 
the bishop soon 
discovered he was 
a voice crying in 
the wilderness, a 
prophet without 
honor, a brave gen- 
eral whose sun- r 
shine and summer 
soldiers seemed to 3 " © *

Last week, in his integrated residence (Negro nuns are 
on the staff) in New Orleans, scarcely 20 miles from 
Jesuit Bend, the troubled man with the Santa Claus 
tummy, 56 years a priest and 30 a bishop, told JET: “This 
is not the propitious moment to talk about it. I have run 
into a great deal of opposition and misunderstanding. I 
simply don’t think it’s opportune to raise the question at 
this time for public discussion.” 

Asked if he had forsaken plans to integrate his schools 
and clergy, the bishop answered: “I prefer not to answer 
that question. 

“A man in my position knows what he is talking about, 
what is proper. It is not a question of expediency. Some- 
times,” he said, “you can do more harm by pressing an 
issue than you can by biding your time.” 

And while the bishop bides his time, 21-year-old Charles

“probably go back, even 
though I don’t like to be 
segregated.” But he knows 
that the chapel in Myrtle 
Grove, five miles up the 
road, is also segregated, as 
is the parish church in Belle 
Chase, equidistant at the 
opposite end of the road. 

“If,” Wilson said, “I miss 
Mass on Sunday, the church 
says I have committed a 
mortal sin. If I die with a 
mortal sin on my soul, I 
can’t go to heaven.” And, 
Mitchell Record says he would adds his Cajun-French 
leave Jesuit Bend if younger. speaking mother, Mrs. Ag- 
nes Wilson, in broken “American”: “Me no understand 
why they like that.” 

And while the bishop bides his time, 60-year-old Mitchell 
Record shakes his head sadly and says: “If I was as young 
as you, I wouldn’t be here no longer than it takes to finish 
smoking this cigarette.” He promptly dropped the ciga- 
rette because it was burning his fingers. He was one of 
the blue-eyed Creole tribes who cast their lot with the 
blacks. He asked: “Where else are we going to go and 
what is a man without his God?” 

And while the bishop bides his time, 46-year-old shrimp 
fisherman Stanley Boyden, who has a green-eyed wife, 
eight green-eyed daughters and a green-eyed son, says: 
“I’m not going to any church in this parish. One day the 
sheriff came to my house and chastised me because my 
seven-year-old daughter sat beside a white girl. One day 
a sheriff with a pistol stood in the church and told people 
where to sit. They get colored people to clean their dirt, 
but you can’t sit beside them in church. My God is not 
in such a church. The priest tells me to help work on the 
church lawn and I tell him I will not work until I see a 
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white man work. If he asks me for money, I will show him 
my boat, which I can not finish because I do not have 
enough money.” 

And while the bishop bides his time, white Father 
Frank Ecemovich, SVD, of Joliet, Ill., suffers as the new 
priest at Jesuit Bend. He knows segregation is morally 
wrong, as did Father Clement Meyers before him. Negroes 
tell, with tears in their eyes, how whites once put a pistol 
in Father Meyers’ face because he tried to take a stand 
on segregation. 

And Father Ecemovich’s hands are tied from righting 
the wrongs that exist in his chapel. Negroes have accused 
him of saying: “I’ll be glad to get away from here.” He 
does not deny wanting to get away, adding: “I asked not 
to be sent here. I felt this place needed someone stronger 
than me. I am told to hold the line. If I had orders to 
tell me how to handle this situation I would follow them 
to the death.” 

“What would you do if I sat on the white side of your 
chapel next Sunday, 
Father?” the reporter 
asked. The priest 
studied his desk top, 
then pounded it with 
his fist and replied: “I 
don’t know. I don’t 
know but what I am 
too cowardly to do 
what I know is right.”
